Rotary Club of Montreal, Boys' Public Speaking Contest

CANADA'S NATIONAL SPORT BY JOHN MacKENZIE

This year proved to be an industrious one for the Movie Club. 

Among the more practical movies made were the continuations of the Stanstead Scrapbook starring the New 
Boys' Race, the Winter Carnival, and the cadet corps, films of varsity football, hockey, basketball and soccer games, 
plus a record of the First International Rotary Club Sled Dog Derby held here in the border villages. A native's 
birds — eye view of Guyana and an insight into the world of skiing were also successfully undertaken. 

Although not yet started at this writing, two rather aesthetic productions were sighted as goals for the club. 
One was a documantation of hands: their actions, their movements, and seemingly separate lives. The other was a 
film based on a song or poem. 

There was a great deal of interest in the club this year and we would like to extend our thanks to the patient 
guidance of Mr. Russell who really kept us hangin' in there. 


The ancient sport of fencing, which is becoming increasingly popular internationally in schools and universi- 
ties, was introduced as a club activity in Stanstead this fall under the auspices of Captain Peter Howard. 

The initial problem of providing the right equipment was solved by the end of September, by which time 
some twenty boys had been initiated into the basic theory and skills of the sport and aches and pains developed in 
yet undiscovered muscles. 

The initial training and exercises before reaching the standard necessary for competitive fencing is gruelling 
and only the most determined characters survive the first few weeks. However not only did over half the original 
number survive, but by January 23rd we were able to field two teams of three fencers each to represent the school 
against Kimball Union Academy. The results were most encouraging even though we lost 11-7, considering the over- 
whelming superiority of experience of our opponents, who had been fencing for some two years with much more 
time a week allotted for training. 

The "A" team consisted of Phil Smith, Captain; Bradley Wright, and Martin Mueller, were out classed but 
acquitted themselves extremely well attaining a high standard of sportmanship and fencing skill. The "B" team, 
Keith Gold, Ken Bryant, and Clint Brake made up for lack of dexterity with enthusiasm and aggression with 
considerable success. 

In our second match Stansteads' first team again consisted of Smith, Wright, and Mueller while Jacques 
Gaudreau replaced Clint Brake, out with an injury, on the second trio. We fought a combined Sherbrooke Bishop's 
College School team and won by the encouraging margin of 22-14.

The team, consisting of Paul Schram, Captain; Richard Barry, Peter Wong, Bruce Hodge and Ricky Robinson, 
was busy during the 1st and 2nd term with a Province of Quebec Rifle Association Postal Competition. Standstead 
was leading easily in "C" class and due to high scoring was elevated to the "B" class against stiffer competition. The 
final results at this time are not yet available, but the team is in the running and can win in its class. A shoot organ- 
ized by The Royal Military College of Canada has just been entered that requires ten members. Five additional 
riflemen have been found.

During the 2nd term, the firing point was reconstructed and competition slings were purchased. Both of these 
alterations have produced a noticable increase in scores for each member of the team. 

In practice shoots, Paul Schram and Richard Barry achieved 100% and scores of 95 plus have become the rule 
rather than the exception. Paul received the "Distinguished Marksman" badge this term after having shot 10 targets 
of 97 or above.

What is Stanstead 
College? 

Stanstead College is a modern, pro- 
gressive independent school dedicated 
to the complete education of today's 
youth for tomorrow's world. 

The school, with a history and proud 
tradition dating back to 1817, is 
located in Stanstead, Quebec, on 620 
acres of land in the heart of the Eastern 
Townships, 100 miles southeast of 
Montreal. At present the school is 
operating at more than capacity with 
190 boys enrolled and with a growing 
waiting list of applicants that cannot 
be accommodated. 

The majority of students are Cana- 
dians with the greater proportion 
coming from homes in the Province of 
Quebec. Many other countries are also 
represented, not only in the student 
body but on the faculty as well. There 
is no restriction on religion or race for 
practically every religious denomination 
is represented and the ethnic origin of 
the students is in almost direct ratio 
to that of Canada's population. 

The present plan will provide most 
of the basic requirements for an in- 
crease in enrollment to 250 boys. The 
building campaign is to raise funds to 
construct accommodation and more 
classrooms for additional students and 
staff, an infirmary and an arena. 


An Independent School 

Stanstead College has opted for 
academic independence along with the 
accompanying burden of financial 
independence under the Quebec Bill 
on Private Institutions. In a country 
where freedom of choice is basic, and 
arbitrary control an anathema, the 


trustees of Stanstead College elected 
to keep the life-line of freedom in 
education. 

By not accepting government finan- 
cial assistance "in the public interest", 
the school is avoiding stringent gov- 
ernment control thus maintaining its: 

a) freedom to select its own trustees, 
staff and students ; 

b) freedom to build an enriched 
curriculum beyond the provincial 
requirements so that it meets the 
needs of its students — whether 
they are entering university or the 
business community; 

c) freedom to raise and spend money, 
e.g. set and allocate fees, raise and 
spend capital funds; 

d) freedom to determine the philo- 
sophy and policies of the school. 


Aims of Stanstead College 

To provide an environment in which 
boys through work, cooperation and 
consideration can succeed. 

• where the limits are sufficiently broad 
to allow students to make judgments 
and enjoy or suffer the consequences. 
To provide an education based upon 
individual strengths and weaknesses. 

• where master and boy find dignity 
in the learning process which must 
always be more concerned with "how 
to learn" than "what to learn". 

To provide a community where youth 
can develop mutual respect for differing 
races, colours and creeds. 

• where the atmosphere is warm, 
friendly and comparatively relaxed — 
whose members are prepared to pay 
more than lip service to a code of 
values. 


The Curriculum and 
beyond 

Stanstead College provides much more 
than the basic minimum standard of 
education as set by the Department of 
Education in the Province of Quebec 
for a student to earn his Junior and 
Senior Matriculation and university 
entrance. The objective is to educate 
fully each boy so that he is able to find 
his place quickly in, and contribute to, 
the changing world of tomorrow. 

A wider choice of extra-curricular 
academic courses, greater exposure to 
today's practical life, plus the oppor- 
tunity to work individually or collectively 
on hobbies under supervision, all add 
to the preparedness of the youth. 

The school achieves this high degree 
of preparedness by developing in the 
student a greater sense of personal 
responsibility for his own education 
and by motivating him, through a 
common sense approach, to work. 


Individual Attention 

Together master and student live and 
work cooperatively, with an ever- 
growing sense of consideration for 
each other. This very close association 
permits the master to provide greater 
successful individual counselling and 
guidance because he knows and 
thoroughly understands each boy. The 
ratio of staff to students is 1 to 9. 


Physical Education and 
Athletics 

The school has excellent facilities and 
direction for physical education and 
athletics. All boys who are physically 
able are required to become involved 
in the athletic program. 

Stanstead consistently has had 
successful teams entered in inter- 
school football, soccer, hockey, basket- 
ball, skiing, tennis, golf, track and field, 
cross-country running and rifle shooting. 


Many Other Activities 

All boys in Grade 7 to 1 1 are members 
of the Cadet Corps which parades 
weekly. In addition to regular drill, 
classes are held in driver education, 
hunter safety, map reading, wireless, 
first aid and fieldcraft. 

Hobbies are encouraged and the 
school has many clubs which are 
operated by the boys under the guid- 
ance of qualified advisers. These in- 
clude current events, debating, drama. 
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chess, electronics, photography, cine- 
matography, Officers and N.C.O.S., 
rifle shooting, fencing and public 
relations. 

All boys are also given every op- 
portunity to work on their individual 
hobbies and, where possible, the 
school provides guidance and assist- 
ance as needed. 


Unique Visits 

In a planned program to broaden the 
boys real education, during each school 
year leading artists, writers, poets, 
academics, scientists, business and 
government leaders and other pro- 
fessionals are invited to come to the 
school and be "in residence". These 
distinguished visitors work and talk 
with the boys and discuss with them 
their specific interests in their vocation. 


New Educational Methods 

Stanstead College in keeping with its 
tradition is continually adopting new 
innovations to improve on teaching and 
learning methods. The school is well 
stocked with a wide variety of subjects 
on tapes, films, records, microfilms and 
film strips. 

Some of the new classroom electronic 
equipment include a language and 
reading laboratory and automated 
response classroom. 

The size of the student body at 
Stanstead lends itself to the quick 
adaptation of successful new educa- 
tional methods as they are developed. 


Present Plant and 
Equipment 

There are 23 school buildings alto- 
gether, including staff houses. 

Colby House, the main building, is a 
five-storey brick and granite structure 
completed in 1940 to replace the 
original building. The ground floor is 
the Learning Centre and administrative 
offices. The Learning Centre consists 
of language and reading laboratories, 
reading room, library, stack room and 
project room. On the second floor are 
the main classrooms, including a math 
laboratory and the automated response 
classroom, the masters' common room, 
masters' work room and two staff 
apartments. The third and fourth floors 
have accommodation for 87 boys and 
include two staff apartments. The top 
floor is set aside for two science 
laboratories and two classrooms. 

Davis House, a three-storey rein- 
forced concrete and brick building 
completed in 1958, houses 68 boys on 
three floors and includes staff apart- 
ments and offices. In the basement 
there is a biology laboratory, cadet 
store and office, seniors' smoking 
room, Prefect room, school store, and 
barber room. 

LeBaron Hall, built in 1967, contains 
a dining hall with seating capacity for 
320, kitchen, reception room, art 
gallery, conference rooms and class- 
room. 

The Student Centre, mainly renovat- 
ed by the students, includes: recreation 
centre with TV room, lounge, senior 
non-smoking lounge, tuck shop, pool 
room, table tennis, electronics lab and 
rifle range. 


Pierce Hall, completed in 1958 and 
replacing the hall destroyed by fire in 
1951, comprises the auditorium which 
includes a large stage, galleries, a 
projection booth and dressing rooms, 
make-up room and wardrobe. 

Bugbee House, also built in 1958, 
provides accommodation for some 35 
boys and staff apartments on two 
floors. On the ground floor are play- 
rooms, an assembly room, a library 
and reading room, and locker and coat 
rooms. 

The Model School is the old elemen- 
tary school and accommodates the 
History and Geography classes. 

The new Amaron gymnasium, com- 
pleted in 1964, has equipment for 
basketball, badminton and volleyball 
as well as regular physical training 
and apparatus work. In the basement 
are showers and changing rooms with 
lockers and facilities for 250 boys. 

The present inadequate infirmary 
includes two sick rooms, a diet kitchen, 
the dispensary and the resident nurse's 
quarters.
